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REMARKS 

This paper responds to the Office Action mailed on May 6, 2005 . 
Claims 2, 19, and 23 are amended. Claims 1 and 18 are canceled. As a result, claims 2- 
17, and 19-28 are pending in this application. 

§ 702 Rejection of the Claims 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Ojima et al. 
(U.S. 5,608,343). Claim 1 was rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by Satoh et 
al. (U.S. 5,754,062). 

Claim 1 is canceled without disclaimer or prejudice. 

Claims 18 and 23 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's admitted prior art reference, Sidiropoulos et al. ( A Semidigital Dual Delay-Locked 
Loop, Nov. 1997). 

Claim 18 is canceled without disclaimer or prejudice. 

Claim 23 is amended to be dependent from the allowable claim 19. Thus, claim 23 is 
now also allowable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Applicant acknowledges the allowance of claims 9-17. 

Claims 2-8, 19-22, and 24-28 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 2-8, 19-22, and 24-28 are selectively rewritten in independent form. The 
rewriting does not alter the scope of claims 2-8, 19-22, and 24-28. Thus, claims 2-8, 19-22, and 
24-28 are now in condition for allowance.
